THE ORDER OF POOR CLARES. 


N these times when there is so much work to be done for one’s neighbor, such 
as educating the young, caring for the sick.and orphans, many people fail 
to see how hundreds of women can devote themselves to a life of seclusion, 
giving themselves exclusively to prayer and manual labor, The Catholic 
Church has always continued in her members the life which Christ led 
personally here upon earth, and so we find there are persons who are ¢all- 
ed and who love to imitate Him in the life of prayer and labor which He 
spent in Nazareth, during so many years; while others prefer to follow 

Him in the ministerial work to which He directed the last three years of His life. Thus 
the Church continues the Life of Christ, in her Contemplative and Active Orders. 

Among the various Communities of Contemplative Orders, established in our 
cities, is that of the Poor Clares, the Second Order of St. Francis of Assisi. The daily 
life of the Poor Clares is occupied with both work and prayer; it is a life of penance 
and contemplation. The prayers and sacrifices of the Sisters are unceasingly offered f 
for the welfare of the Church and the conversion of sinners. , 

It is many centuries ago since the noble maiden, Clare of Assisi, fired with the — |jj| 
Divine Love, answered the call of Heavenly Spouse, proclaiming to the world that the 
most perfect peace is purchased by the most complete sacrifice. Born of noble par- 
ents, in the year 1194, Clare became resplendent for her virtues. even in her early 
youth. At the age of eighteen, following the advice of St. Francis, she left her father’s 
house and withdrew to San Damiano, there to imitate the poverty of Jesus, for no 
one shared more fully. the spirit of St. Francis than his young disciple. Here she 
was soon surrounded by a number of ladies, attracted by the holiness of her life, the 
sweet odor of which spread éven to distant lands. Thus was formed the nucleus of 
the new Order. Its sainted Foundress was a shining example of every virtue, but 
especially of tender charity, poverty of ‘spirit, which is true humility, and wonderful & 
patience in suffering. The suppression of religious in Italy was the occasion of the first 
permanent settlement of the Poor Clares in thé United States. In August, 1875, by 
the direction of Pius LX, two Sisters, by blood ase well as in religion, M. Maddalena 
and M. Contanza Bentivoglio, from the ‘Monastery of San Lorenzo in Panisperna, came 
to establish the Order in America. Since then Monasteries of Poor Clares have been 
founded in the following cities, and each Monastery has its own Novitiate: Omaha, 
Neb., New Orleans, La., Evansville, Ind., Boston, Mass., Bordentown, N. J., Spokane, 
Wash., New York City, N. Y., Philadelphia, Pa., Sauk Rapids, Minn.
